Conference at White House 
Today on Erdman Act Offers 
Only Hope for Peace. 


OFFICIALS OFF TO CAPITAL 


Combined Grievance Committee 


Ratifies Walkout Vote Returned 
by Men. 


MANAGERS MUST MAKE NEXT MOVE 


New York, July 13.—Whether a strike of 
upwards of 80,000 conductors and trainmen 
on forty-five eastern railroads shall be de- 
clared within the next few days, possibly 
Tuesday, depends upon whether the railroads 
recede from their present position and with- 
draw from their refusal to arbitrate the wage 
and other differences between the companies 
and the men. 

This declaration was made tonight in 
statements by the men’s representatives, 
after the grieyance committees from the 
various roads, gathered ere in conference, 
had ratified the strike Vote of the men re- 
cently taken and had authorized A. B. Gar- 
retson, president of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Conductors, and W. G. Lee, president 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, to 
issue the formal strike order to their re- 
spective organizations. 

Erdman Amendment May Avert It. 

Peace prospects centered upon the atti- 
tude of the roads, the men declared, with the 
possibility that a way out of the deadlock 
will be supplied by tomorrowW’s conference in 
Washington, where amendments to the Erd- 
man law, under which previous disputes be- 
tween the roads and their men have been 


| arbitrated, will be considered with a view to 


pressing their speedy passage upon congress. 

The general committee of the two organi- 
gations. authorized Messrs. Garretson and 
Lee to delay the strike order long enough to 


| permit them to attend the Washington con- 


ference between President Wilson, repre- 
sentatives of the railroads and their em- 
ployes and prominent public men. The mén’s 
representatives will take part in the con- 
ference in the hope that it will result in the 
passage of Erdman law amendments in- 
creasing from three to six, or more, the num- 
ber of arbitrators authorized to act in dis- 
pues between railroads and their em- 
ployes. It bas been made plain that the 
roads’ chiéf objection to Erdman act arbi- 
tration is that too much responsibility rests 
upon a single man—the third or neutral arbi- 


trator. 
Officials Leave for Washington. 

Presidents Garretson and Lee left tonight 
for Washington. 

“The committees of the various roads, 
acting independently of each other.“ says 
the statement, unanimously ratified the 
etrike vote of the membership on their re- 
spective lines and empowered the executive 
officers of the organization to fix the date 
for retirement from the service should the 
attitude of the managers’ committee remain 
unchanged, and after taking such action, re- 
turned to their homes. 

With the purpose In view that no teason- 
able means for effecting a friendly settlement 
should be neglected by us, they. authorized 
sufficient delay in making the strike order ef- 
fective to permit the undersigned to attend 
the conference arranged for tomorrow in 
Washington with President Wilson, called 
for the consideration of the amendments to 
the Erdman act as embodied in the Newlands 
bill, in the hope that if such amendments 
were made immediately effective it might in- 
duce the companies to abandon the position 
heretofore maintained by the conference 
committee of managers and lead to a with- 
@rawal of their former refusal of our propo- 
sition to arbitrate under the provisions of the 
federal law.” 

Will Notify Roads Today. 

Mr. Lee announced that the railroads 
would be notified tomorrow of the action of 
the men’s committee in ratifying the strike 
order. The labor leaders declared emphat- 
ally that no further overtures would be 
made to the roads. 

It had been previously announced that no 
strike would be called until all the members 
of the general committee had had an oppor- 
tunity to get to their homes. As the com- 
mitteemen, now homewerd bound, will ali 
be able to reach their destinations by ‘Tues 
day, there will be nothing to prevent the 
{aeuance of a strike order on that day should 
the negotiations mot be reopened before that 
timo. 


Commerce Commission Hopeful. 
Washington, D. C., July 13.—(6pecial.}— 
Secretary of Labor Wilson stated tonight 
that the White House strike conference will

Yesterday she indicated she has exercised the 
prerogative she always had had—of changing 
her mind.. 

When the suffrage bill passed Mrs. Blast 
asserted she would not run for office. She 
said she would stand by her friends, adding 
the First ward aldermen weré included in 
that list. She does not appear as sure of that 
now, and is being urged by her husband to 
step out and become famous. He says he 
will vote for her on any ticket. 

„ Hinky Dink Kenna and Coughlin have 
been in office a long time,“ he said. They 
should give some one else a chance.“ 

There are more women than men in the 
ward,” said the wife significantly. 


Leader in Italian Society. 

Mrs. Blasi has a large following in three 
Italian societies, of one of which she is pres- 
ident. Her influence also is felt among the 
Germans and the Bohemians. Neither does 
Mrs. Blasi work entirely in the First ward. 
She now is conducting a class in suffrage 
among Bohemian girls in Woodlawn. She 
intends to speak at an Italian picnic on Sun- 
day and to begin organizing the adult Ital- 
ian girls near Sixty-ninth street. 

Mrs. Blasi in her campaign methods first 
arouses the enthusiasm of the live wire.“ 
The live wires are the wives of husbands 
who have taken out naturalization papers, 
and the Italian girls born in this country 
and are not in need of naturalizing. For 
other women Mrs. Carlo Blasi is industri- 
ously providing naturalization papers. 


Other Organizers Busy. 

The activity of other women in organiza- 
tion work is growing despite the summer 
months. Mrs. O. T. Hulburd of 5610 East 
End avenue has begun to organize the wom- 
en of the Sixth ward for suffrage. She has 
called a meeting for Friday afternoon at 
the residence of Mrs. B. L. Engelke at 5281 
Cornell avenue, when plans will be made to 
bring out the women of forty-nine precincts 
for suffrage. 

Arrangements will be made for women 
to canvass the ward, said Mrs. Hulburd, 
“and get women of the ward interested in 
the garbage question, the city council, and 
the bathing beaches. We are clean out in 
our Sixth ward, but always there is room for 
improvement.” 

Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout said she consid- 
ered the way the women voted in Geneva, 
III., as most encouraging. The proportion of 
women who turned out to vote as compared 
with the men was thrilling. The women 
showed themselves to be original in thought.

GEORGE SHELDON 
DEAD IN ENGLAND 


Head of Chieago Customs 
Brokerage Firm Sue- 
cumbs Near London. 


LONG IN BUSINESS HERE. 


A cablegram received in Chicago yester- 
day announced the death at Seven Oaks, near 
London, of George W. Sheldon of 12356 Astor 
street, head of the big customs brokeragd 


of the best known brokers in the country. 

Seven Oaks is about twelve miles from 
London on the road from Dover. The mes- 
sage from W. O. Coleman of the Chicago 
house of Burley & Tyrrell, indicates he and 
Mr. Sheidon had crossed the channel from 
Calais together and were on their way to 
the English capital. The death occurred 
on Saturday and was unexpected. 

No arrangements for the funeral have yet 
been made. 

Born in 1847. 

Mr. Sheldon was born at Little Falla, N. 
T., in 1847, and came to Chicago in 1808. 
When a boy the family migrated to Wiscon- 
sin and later to Minnesota. He scarcely 
was 16 when he enlisted in one of the Min- 
nesota regiments and saw two years’ serv- 
ice in some of the most important battles 
of the civil war. For a short time he taught 
district school in Minnesota, but for more 
than forty years he has been actively en- 
gaged in business in Chicago. 

He was president of the National Business 
League of America and five years ago was 
vice president of the foreign trade division 
of the Chicago Association of Commerce. In 
1872 he started as a custom house and freight 
broker and maintained offices in New York, 
London, Liverpool, Paris, and Havre: He 
was known commercially all through the 
United States and made frequent trips to 
Europe on business. 


Fails to Cable Home. 

Mr. Sheldon sailed on La France on June 
26 and went directto Paris. It is thought by 
his widow that he remained there only a 
short time and then went to London. It 
was the firet of his many trips across the 
ocean that he failed to cable his family of his 
arrival in Europe. He had planned to spend 
six weeks visiting his various offices there. 

„ Father seemingly was in the best of 
health when he left home,” said Mrs. L. v. 
Clarke of 1817 Ritchie place, an only child. 
“Of course we were not anxious when we 
failed to hear from him for he had made the 
journey so many times that we felt sure 
everything would be allright. We haven't 
heard how he died, and we are quite sure 
father was not suffering from heart disease. 
Of course, many things could have happened 


since he left in June.” 

Mr. Sheldon was a member of the Chicago 
elub, Union league, Chicago Athletic, Ger- 
mania, Mid Day, Edgewater, and Glenview 
clubs. His widow was prostrated on hearing 


the news and is being cared for by her 
daughter. .

CONGRESS AGREES 
ON DEEP INQUIRY 
OF LOBBY EXPOSE 


House and Senate Committees 
Adjust Differences; Plan 
Thorough Investigation. 


BOTH WILL HEAR MULHALL 


Each Branch Will Deal with Its Mem- 
bers Who May Be implicated 
on Charges. 


REVELATIONS HAVE ONLY BEGUN 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., July 13.—[Special.}— 
With all differences compromised today be- 
tween the two committees of congress au- 
thorized to investigate the lobby situation in 
the national capital, it is certain a thorough 
inquiry will be made of the charges which 
provoked the double-barreled investigation. 

The house committee has acquiesced in the 
right of the senate committee to retain the 
witnesses put by it under subpena. This 
means no effort will be made by the house 
body to capture Col. Martin M. Mulhall, I. H. 
McMichael, associated with Congressman 
McDermott of Chicago and named by Mul- 
hall as a spy upon the little spies of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers in the 
house of representatives, public men charged 
with improper connection with the associa- 
tion, officers of the association, and officers 
of the American Federation of Labor. 


Investigation to Be Orderly. 
It is apparent, therefore, that the investi- 
gationa will proceed in an orderly fashion. 


| The senate committee has promised to ab- 
iestain from investigating the house member- 


ship, Names of men serving in the house or 
who have been connected with that body will 
be brought out during the examination of 
witnesses by the senate committee and cer- 
tain testimony, documentary and oral, con- 
cerning them will be developed. 

But the real investigation of the house 
membership will be made by the house com- 
mittee. That body, under the terms of the 
resolution which created it, must report 
whether charges against any member or em- 
ployé of the house have been substantiated. 
If so, the house committee undoubtedly will 
recommend the punishment of such member 
or employé, and this may involve expulsion 
for the one or dismissal for the other. 


Mulhall Expose Viewed Gravely. 

The corroboration which Col. Muthall has 
given of his revelations published in Tus 
Cuicaco Trisuns during the two sessions 
of the senate committee have impressed 
congress with the gravity of the exposure 
he has made. 

It is realized from what already has been 
published that he has merely tapped in his 
testimony thus far the well of information 
he gathered during his years of service with 
the National Association of Manufacturers. 
Up to date about 300 of the 3,000 letters 
and documents he has turned over to the 
senate committee have been read into evi- 
dence. At the meeting of the committee to- 
morrow; which will last all day, it is the 
expectation that 500 or 600 letters will be 
presented, all bearing upon the activities, 
political and anti-labor, of the association. 

Fearing their names will be dragged mm 
by Col. Mulhall or the correspondence, many 
members of the senate and house are in 
attendance upon the sessions of the com- 
mittee. 


Mulhall Has Members Worried. 

It is comical to hear the relief in the tones of 
some of the members when they say: This 
is the first time I ever saw Mulhall.“ 

Others not so fortunate are awaiting with 
intense nervousness testimony relating to 
their connection with the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers, and they are busily 
preparing the defense they must make. 

It would not be surprising should Col. Mul. 
hall be under examination practically the en- 
tire week. After all the letters have been 
read and identified, members of the commit- 
tee will desire to puta number of questions te 
the witness and then it will be necessary to 
determine whether counsel for the associa- 


tion and the American Federation of Labor 


shall be permitted to cross examine Mulhall. 
It is regarded as highly probable that the 
committee will permit their cross-examina- 
tion of the witr-ss, the committee reserving 
to itself the right to say whether or not the 
questions proposed are admissible. 


Mulhall Invites Thorough Inquiry, 

Col. Mulhall before he left for New York 
yesterday, where he was compelled to go on 
Private business, said he had no objection 
to the most thorough examination, though 
he did object to remarks concerning his 
statements made sotto voce by counsel for 
the association sitting within a foot of the 
witness chair.

Congratulated by Members, 

Dr. Francts made no mention during his 
sermon, either of the hot weather or of his 
new it. The benediction no sooner had 
been Said, however, than he was almost 
stampeded by the onrush of congratulations 
from the congregation.

The political war between the mayor of 
Chicago and the governor of Illinois, both 
of the same party, is worthy of the audience 
of the state.

Now, by a recent settlement between the 
Illinois Central railroad, the south park 
commissioners, and the city of Chicago, a 
wonderful park, the greatest in the world, 
is to be created between the Illinois Central 
railroad and the lake. When the Illinois 
Central has electrified its train service this 
will be the most wonderful public park in 

Inspired by the success of constructive 
policies in this section of the city, we must 
proceed with the plans to develop recreation 
grounds accessible to all resident commu- 


| nities. 


A location with possibilities second only 
to the lake front is furnished by the north 
shore channel of the drainage canal. A 
strip of territory nearly 1,000 feet in width 
and oper eight miles in length is already in 
possession of the public authorities. A chan- | 


: peep ood water and several tracts of natu- |

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


(Copyright: 
Servians“are actively. engaged in 
prosecuting, in the territory which they 
have taken from the Turks during their 
recent wer against the sultan, a search 

for the missing regalia of Servia. 
Consisting of a superb jeweled crown and 
scepter, bestowed upon Czar Michael in 1077 
by Pope Gregory VII., and of various other 
jeweled amulets, necklaces, swords, chalices, 
anointment urns, eto., of Byzantine work- 
manship, they were carefully buried just be- 
fore or immediately after the great battle 
of Kossovo, in 1389, in which the last czar 
of the Serbs, Lazar by name, and Sultan 
Murad of Turkey both lost their lives, and in 
which the flower of the Serb aristocracy was 

wiped out of existence. 

The regalia were buried to prevent their 
falling into the hands of the Turks; and so 


‘carefully buried that they have never been 


found since. The description of the jewels, 
even contemporary pictures of them, is still 
in existence, and while the place of their con- 
cealment remains a secret, they form the 
theme of many national epics, ancient bal- 
lads and time-honored legends. 
There is every reason to believe that if not 
actually buried somewhere in the vicinity of 
the town of Kossovo, they are, at any rate, 
‘concealed in the former Turkish province of 
-Kossovo. Indeed, agents of the Servian gov- 
ernment have recently been searching in the 
Ubrary of the Vatican, and in the national 
library of France, where there are a quantity 
of old Servian manuscripts, in the hope of 
discovering some data which will help in the 
recovery of the regalia from the place where 
‘they have lain concealed for near six hun- 


dred years. 


— 
The crown which King Peter now wears is 
merely a temporary affair, made in Paris, 


‘from the bronze of a cannon used by his 


ancestor, the first Karageorgevitch, a rob- 
ber chieftain, in his successful rebellion 
against the Turke a century ago. It is @ 
counterpart of the steel crown which King 
Charles, when proclaimed and crowned as 
king of Roumania, had made from one of 
the steel guns which the troops under his 
command had captured from the Turks in 
the battle of Plevna, in 1877. 

The burial of crowns in the stormy days 
of the middle ages, to prevent their falling 
into the hands of the enemy, was by no 
means uncommon. Thus, the crown of Saint 
Stephen, with which Emperor Francis Joseph 
was crowned in 1867 as king of Hungary, 
has disappeared on no bess than five occa- 
sions, for years together, carefully buried 
deep in the ground. | 

The same fate has befallen the so-called 
on crown” of Lombardy.

Chicago, July 8.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In connection with your recent editorial 
on automobile speed laws I think the Illinois 
state law will be of interest. 

This law was passed largely at the recom- 
mendation of the Chicago Automobile club. 
In my opinion it embodies precisely the fea- 
tures which are considered advantageous in 
the Kansaslaw. In view of this fact it seems 
unfortunate that the editorial indicates that 
the Illinois law is different from the Kan- 
gas law in this regard. It is possible that 
the writer of the editorial had in mind the 
Illinois law in regard to speed of automo- 
biles which was in force prior to the act of 
which I am quoting for your. attention:

The people cannot successfully plot against 
Cabrera because his spy eystem is complete, 
He keeps them unarmed and they cannot 
trust each other. No one can enter or leave 
the country without his permission. 


Property Same as Nation’s, 

No one can give a clear title to his prop- 
erty for purposes of sale unless he can show 
the tax receipts, These cannot be obtained, 
Therefore it is impossible for any Guate- 
maltecan to sell his property and leave the 
country. 

Those Who displease Cabrera or whom he 
considers dangerous are dieposed of in a way 
which cannot be traced to his door.

BERLIN, July 13.—For calling himself a 
“professor of the University of Chicago, 
Paul Mistelsky, who recently arrived here 
from the United States, was sentenced to two 
weeks in the city jall and fined $75. 

Misteleky already was serving a jail Sen- 
tence of six months for criminal negligence 
in handling a patient, when the Berlin au- 
thorities decided on a second prosecution. 


Saw No Violation in Name. 

Mistelsky's defense in court on the latest 
charge was that the assumption of the name 
professor was no violation of law, citing 
the practice as common in the United States. 
The court, however, failed to get Mistelsky’s 
point of view. 

The American was admonished that even 
American customs do not permit foreigners 
to shatter precedents in Germany. The pris- 
oner was told that in Germany professors 
are entitled to the designation only when so 
appointed by the kaiser or a fellow ruling 
sovereign. 

“Professor” and “Doctor” Both. 

Mistelsky saye his title, to which he as 
sorts he has a right, ie professor and doctor 
of mechanical therapie“ This was the title 
of the chair he said he held in the University 
of Chicago. 

Mistelsky further says he is advertised in 
the Chicago city directory and telephone 
books aa head of the electro physical light 
and nature healing institute.“ 

There is no Mistelsky connected with the 
University of Chicago, either as student or 
faculty member. Neither is there a Mistel- 
sky or Mitelsky in the city director. There

onomy, like most good things, may be car- 
ried to harmful extremes. 1 have visited in a 
home where it is. The econdmizer’é specialty is 
leftovers.. She told me proudly that not a scrap 
is ever thrown away. What remained after the 
meal duly made its appearance again, and still 
again if necessary, for it came to the table until 
it Was eaten. I ate some things in that house 
in sheer self-defense, ate them so that I would 
not have to see them again. This housekeeper 
seemed never to have heard of ptomaine poison- 
ing and I have tasted food at her table that was 
beginning to spoil, and not only did not dare to 
eat it myself, but I felt that it was criminal 
for me to sit there silent and see others eat it. 
Once I ventured to observe that it is often bet- 
ter to throw away food than run the risk of 
its becoming tainted, whereupon the housekeep- 
er told me superiorly that cooked foods keep 
indefinitely in the ice box. It was plain that she 
thought me wasteful not to know this and not 
to have discovered for myself some of the 

uses” she had originated for things gener- 
ally thrown away. 

Many weird dishes came to her table, made 
by combining two foods that were never meant 
to be combined, and whenever there were several 
spoonfuls of different, vegetables left she tossed 
them together and called the result a “ salad,” 
sometimes pouring over it for dreasing the 
liquid from a bottle of olives or pickles, which, 
she told me, some people “ waste.” Once I had 
to restrain her almost by main force from using 
in this way the vinegar in which sliced cucum- 
bers had been served and she looked scornfully 
doubtful when I told her that chemical changes 
sometimes take place under such conditions. 

It is surely better to throw some food in the 
garbage pail now and then than to risk giving 
the family a violent illness, and, even if they 
escape this calamity, the family of such a 
housekeeper can hardly enjoy their meals when 
each dish must be pursued to the bitter end, no 
matter how many attacks it takes to annihilate 
it. I consider that I afi more economical in the 
long run if I save my family from dyspepsia 
by making their meals appetizing and not serv- 
ing up scraps just because they happened not to 
have been eaten at the previous meal, 

Left overs I do not despise by any means. 
Indeed some left overs that I make the fam- 
ily enjoy more than the first cooking, but I do 
not, like this friend of mine, serve each mem- 
ber a different dessert on occasion, because 
there was a piece of pie, some prunes, a saucer 
of tapioca, and a bit of bread pudding hanging 
over from previous repasts, nor do I put six or 
seven dabs of vegetables.on the table and tell 
the flock that, since there is ot enough of any 
one to go round, they must decide among them- 
selves Which two or three each will have.

Watch for Sales. 


The burden of intelligent management never 
rested on the shoulSers of the housewife more 
heavily than at the present time. To buy wisely 
she needs to read a reliable daily_as faithfully 
as her husband does. With the amount of rent 
once settled the prospect of a surplus or a 
deficit at the end of the year depends largely 
on how the housewife buys dry goods and gro- 
eeries. If she is her own dressmaker, if she 
has a seamstress, or if she employs a dress- 
maker she cannot afford to miss bargain sales 
of remnants. She must Keep an eagle eye on 
advertisements. When such a sale occurs she 
may first put her home in apple pie order or 


she may leave it looking like Pandora’s box, 
but, at all events, she must be early at the bar- 
gain table. The early shopper gets the cream. 
She will find waist, skirt, or dress lengths of 
fine aterial for prices she would have to pay 
for inferior goods off the piece. She must 
watch for mark down sales in January and in 
July. Till then put her pride in her pocket and 
wear season's hat, coat, or suif. When 
these bargains are offered she can buy up to 
date garments at a substantial reduction and 
be well dressed at comparatively small cost 
through the remaining three months of the sea- 
son, E. 8.

Saving in Canning Fruit. 

In regard to reducing the table expenses, con- 
sequently the high, cost of living, I wish to 
state something of my experience in canning 
fruit and vegetables. One evening I purchased 
a large box of tomatoes for 40 cents. When 
canned I had eleven quarts. These were cooked 
in their own juice, consequently are rich, and 
will allow the addition of at least fone cup of 
water when récooked for the table in the win- 
ter. The best cans of tomatoes at the grocer’s 
were 18 cents per quart. Thus the saving. 
From two baskets ef grapes, 10 cents per bas- 
ket, I canned seven quarts, I had similar re- 
sults in saving in canning plums, peaches, pears, 
and vegetables. 

I have neighbors who give no thought to sav- 
ing either fruit or vegetables during the sum- 
mer. I cannot understand this lack of thrift. 
And the work is so easily and quickly done.

After nearly seven years of married lHfe 1 
think nothing*Shas helped me to keep our er- 
penses within our income so much as the keep- 
ing account of daily expenditures, It enables 
me to know when one item is exceeding a rea- 
sonable limit. The plan is sometimes objected 
to on account of one not desiring to report 
“where every penny goes.” We obviate that by 
having a column for incidentals, and into it go 
all items not specifically provided for other- 
wise. 

I hire no work done except the washing rough 
dried, and manage by using a system not inflex- 
ible. There is a big duty every day. Clean 
upstairs one day, downstairs another; still an- 
other day each for washing floors, ironing, 
baking, etc., and a few hundred smaller duties 
évery day. I am not strong enough to work 
all day hard, as another might prefer to do, but 
I complete the heavy work Dy noon, and thus 
have the afternoon for sewing, shopping, call- 
ing, ete. Each housekeeper must use a system 
suited to her own individual labor, strength, etc., 
though the general lines may be the same. 

I believe there is as much in the cost of high 
living as in the high cost of living. We have 
made for ourselves so many artifleial neces- 
sities. Of course they add to our comfort, but 
also to the expense. I shall mention the one 
item alone, of telephone. In many cases it is a 
necessity, yet in many other instances it is a 
luxury. I procure better goods by personal 
shopping and marketing, and the exercise in so 
doing is beneficial, I admit that it is some- 
times a real sacrifice when all my friends have 
one, yet there are compensations One is not 
called upon so often for church or club work 
when there is no telephone.

We have had many warnings about eating hot 
breads. The danger, or evil, is not so much in 
the eating of hot bread as in eating a sort of 
hot dough; for the most of these hot. breads 
have more crumb than crust. People chew crust 
somewhat, but the crumb, which needs much 
more chewing, for a good and scientific reason, 
they swallow ‘almost without chewing, and a 
soggy, dreadful mass it is, about as easy for the 
digestive juices to break up as it would be for 
milk to dissolve a rock. 

The following. recipe may seem uhreasonable 
because of the smallness of the quantities. It 
is one of the desirable quick breads, made in 
such a way as not to. have that undesirable 
mass of crumb that most such breads have, be- 
cause too much batter is cooked in one mass. 
If made and cooked right this has no central 
mass of crumb which can be separated from 
the delicate brown crust. 

SODA ROLLS—One cup of twice sifted flour, 
1% cents; one teaspoon of sugar, one-half a tea- 
spoon of salt, one-half, a teaspoon of soda, all 
together about % cent; one cup of sour milk, 
by-product, or costs at most 2 cents. Sift all 
the dry ingredients twice; mix thoroughly with 
the milk and let stand for an hour or an hour 
and a half before baking for fifteen minutes in 
a hot oven, in an iron roll pan, This is enough 
for twelve little rolls, which will amply serve 
three or four people. These rolls are excellent 


cold with butter or some sandwich filling. 

Of course, these will be softer and more melt- 
ing if a part of the cup of milk is replaced by 
sour cream, or a tablespoon or two of butter 

may be added to make them more tender of 
crust. The pan should be hot and the oven 
good and hot. 

This is the time of year when hot fresh 
breads are as much relished with fresh, cooked 
fruits and berfies as honey and hot biscuits or 


“maple sirup with griddle cakes are enjoyed in | 


the winter. 

There are a great number of recipes for such 
wh contain yeast, and only a few which do 
not, e latter often give beautiful results in 
the hands of experts, but not with the handling 
of amateurs, for so much depends upon the deft 
handling and the rapid putting together of the 
ingredients. 

Most of our flours produce someming rather 
tough, unless a good deal of shortening is add- 
ed, and the less experienced the maker the 
tougher the product is likely to be and the lar- 
ger and more solid the mass of crumb. — 

However, there is no need of calling tough 
rolls, unless veritable sinkers,“ entire failures, 
for they may be rebaked. 


TO REBAKE—TIf the rolls are small and well 
browned on the outside, split, and toast well 
under the broiler. Quite poor rolls, when toast- 
ed and buttered, may taste almost Hke English 
muffins. If the rolls or biscuit have a large 
mass of rather solid crumb, separate it from 
the crust and bake it in the oven like zwieback 
while toasting the crust. Both may be good 
with butter and cooked berries, athough the 
roll itself was poor and uneatable.

Recipe for Canning Meat. 

„A year ago you said you had been dest- 
rous to get a reliable recipe for canning meat. 
I intended sending one in at the time, but 
neglected to do so. My neighbor has used 
my recipes two years and has not lost a can. 
Hers was pork. I canned forey. pounds last 
fall ot beef, and it is delicious! Neither have 
I ever lost a can, The work cannot be done 
carelessly, and if directions are faithfully fol- 
lowed there need be no need of failure. I wish 
to thank J. M. L. for her angel cake recipe 
with milk. I had fine luck with it! Your 
Corner does helpful, useful work, I thank you 
from my heart. Here is the recipe for canned 
beef or pork: Cut meat an inch thick the size 
of the bottom of the can. Put into fruit cans, 
—. down firmly. Sprinkle salt and pepper
